the manufacture of paper.

makers have surplus cotton at

cents a pound—notwithstanding the 
fact that finished newsprint such as 
this sheet you arc reading today 
brings only $54 a ton—2.7 a pound de- 
livered in Hope.

South's major problem. 
But there 


are other Southern problems, such as 
the problem of adapting Southern pine 
to the manufacture of 
newsprint,

ican newsprint has been manufactur-

passing a law. Someone must develop 
new uses for cotton. Only by this 
means can we fill in the economic gap 
torn in cotton's side by the loss of 
her foreign markets. Taxing the pa- 
per industry might help the govern- 
ment get rid of cotton which it holds 
—but it would kill the paper indus- 
try without helping the cotton that 
the government doesn't hold. What 
cotton needs 
isn't 
punitive action 


against some other industry but help- 
ful action on its own account. 


I have cited the example of the 


paper industry in adapting Southern 
pine pulp to the newsprint trade. 


Something similar for cotton, con- 


ducted by chemists and business men, 
and not the politicians, is cotton's sal- 
vation in the long run—and I think 
the cotton country itself is getting

Yugoslav Ships 
Boarded By 


Coast Guard 


U. S. Takes 
'Precautionary 
Measures' After 
Hearing Rumors 


NEW YORK — (IP) — U. S. coast 


guardsmen boarded Yugoslav ships 
in New York harbor as a 'precau- 
tionary measure," coast guard 
of- 


ficers said Monday after having re- 
ceived "certain rumors." 


Two ships were boarded, the Sreca 


and Neti, in Brooklyn, and a third, 
the Predsednik Kopajpic, was said to 
have been boarded 
off Staplelon, 


Statcn Island. 


The coast guard several times de- 


nied that the ships "were seized" 
but indicated they either were placed 
in protective custody or were being 
watched closely 


Boarding parties moved on the ships 


during the early morning hours, ex- 
ecuting a surprise maneuver at the 
2,908 ton freighter Neti, Brooklyn 
dock. The guardsmen also took pos- 
session of the pier. 


The Predsednik Kopajpic it was re- 


ported, had attempted to sail from its 
Staten., Island pier before boarding 
parties reached it off Stapleton. 


The action wns similar to that taken 


when the government took charge, of 
German, Italian and Danish vessels 
here. At Washington the coast guard 
also denied it "had seized" the Yugo- 
slav vessels ' but added that guards- 
men were closely watching-;them. 


New York 'coast*-guard headquart- 


ers did not amplify its statement.

Hope Second in 
State on Bonds 


Only $150 Behind 
Little Rock on 
First Three Days 


LITTLE ROCK — (ff>)— Little Rock 


postoffice Monday released prelimin- 
ary figures on the sale pf Defense 
Savings Bonds at some of the princi- 
pal postoffices in the state during the 
first three days of the sale, Thurs- 
day, 
Friday and Saturday 
of last 


week. 


The totals available here showed, 


in purchasing price, Little Rock, $8,- 
025.75 Hope ?7,875; El Dorado 53,562.50; 
Fayetteville ?468.75; Pine Bluff ?750. 


Postmaster Robert M. Wilson, com- 


menting on the above dispatch Mon- 
day, 
said that the Hope postoffice 


certainly would have placed 
first, 


ahead of Little Rock, had it not been 
that the local office ran out of a 
supply of bonds in certain denomina- 
tions. 


Postmaster Wilson said there was a 


particular shortage in bonds of the 
525 denomination, indicating that the 
small investor turned out heavily for 
the initial sale. 


The total reported three-day sale 


for the Hope postoffice, Mr. Wilson 
said, was a maturity value of $10,500. 
—or a buying price total of ?7,875. The 
maturity price is one third more 
than the buying price. 


Monday's maturity-price sale was 


51,900, the postmaster added, bring- 
ing the Hope postoffice's total ma- 
turity sale for four days to $12,- 
400.
